that  becomes  possible.  Large  numbers  of 
the  defeated  party  have  taken  refuge  in 
Uruguay,  some  of  its  leaders  are  here  in 
Rio,  some  are  under  arrest,  and  many  are 
in  hiding.  It  may  be  safely  predicted  that 
not  one  of  them  will  submit  to  the  situation 
harshly  enforced  by  Castilhos,  and 
therefore  that  we  have  not  yet  seen  an  end 
of  the  Rio  Grande  difficulties. 


The  present  state  of  communication  h 
tween  this  city  and  Niclheroy  demands 
serious  consideration.  The  loss  of  three 
ferry-boats  last  week,  wholly  through  negli- 
gence, the  wretched  condition  of  the  others 
and  the  deplorable  condition  of  the  tram- 
ways in  that  city  and  it  suburbs,  are  all 
creating  serious  embarrassments  for  those 
who  are  living  on  the  other  side  of  the  bay. 
And  still  more  important,  these  obstacles  to 
communication  are  operating  most  pre- 
judicially to  Niclheroy  and  its  suburbs. 
The  recent  acquisition  of  a  good  water 
supply  has  rendered  Nictheroy  a  desirable 
place  of  residence,  for  there  are  innumer- 
able places  along  or  near  the  shore  of  the 
bay  which  are  unsurpassed  for  healthfulness 
and  picturesqueness.  It  is  for  the  interests 
of  the  municipality  and  property-owners  of 
that  city  to  attract  as  many  of  the  business 
people  of  Rio  as  possible.  Instead  of  this 
they  are  permitting  a  badly  managed,  if  not 
bankrupt  company  to  ruin  their  tramways 
and  the  ferry  service  with  Rio,  and  thus 
drive  away  a  class  of  residents  which  alone 
can  enrich  and  embellish  their  city.  It  is 
also  for  the  interests  of  this  capital  to  open 
up  all  the  desirable  places  in  its  neighbor- 
hood for  residences,  in  order  to  prevent 
crowding  and  unsanitary  conditions.  In 
view  of  these  considerations  something 
should  be  done  at  once,  either  to  improve 
the  present  service,  or  to  open  new  lines  of 
communication. 


It  would  appear,  from  what  we  are 
permitted  to  know  of  the  situation,  that 
the  revolutions  in  Matto  Grosso  and  Rio 
Grande  are  at  an  end  Of  course  the 
suspended  mail  service  with  Matto  Grosso 
and  the  reticence  of  the  national  author- 
ities who  control  the  telegraph  lines,  leave 
us  quite  in  the  dark  as  to  the  situation  in 
that  state  The  leader  of  the  revolutionary 
movement,  Col.  Barbosa,  has  withdrawn 
from  the  state,  and  we  also  know  that 
Corumba  is  now  in  possession  of  the 
national  authorities.  It  is  presumable, 
therefore,  that  nothing  now  remains  of 
the  "Republics  Transatlantica  de  Matto 
Grosso."  As  for  Rio  Grande,  the  situation 
is  not  yet  quite  clear.  Notwithstanding 
the  telegraph  and  steamship  lines  which 
connect  us  with  that  state,  it  has  been 
quite  impossible  to  form  a  clear  idea  of 
the  course  of  events  there.  This  has  also 
been  further  complicated  by  the  confusion 
of  terms  employed,  both  parties  being 
indiscriminately  called  "rebels"  and  "leg- 
alistas."  It  is  evident,  however,  that 
since  the  surrender  of  Tavares  at  Bag£, 
without  the  slightest  show  of  resistance, 
there  remains  no  considerable  party  of  men 
in  arms  against  the  present  government. 
How  long  this  will  last  no  one  can  foretell. 
Castilhos  and  Monteiro  are  evidently  using 
their  power  with  severity,  aud  are  pursuing 
their  enemies  with  a  rancor  which  can  not 
fail  to  arouse  an  armed  resistance  whenever 


HIE  PQRJ  OF  SANTOS. 

The  erection  of  three  storehouses  on 
the  new  quays  in  Santos  will  of  course  add 
something  to  the  facilities  of  that  port,  but 
without  provisions  for  laying  the  ships 
alongside,  or  without  piers  for  discharging 
purposes,  they  will  prove  to  be  of  very 
little  advantage  beyond  the  shelter  they 
may  afford  to  merchandise.  Santos  re- 
quires and  must  have  more  piers  for  the 
discharge  of  vessels,  so  that  they  can  get 
away  from  the  place,  It  would  be  better, 
in  our  opinion,  to  provide  a  new  T)ort 
farther  down  the  river,  so  that  vessels  may 
not  be  required  to  come  near  the  city  and 
its  infectious  water  front.  Surely  there  is 
engineering  skill  enough  there  to  connect 
it  with  the  city  and  railway  ! 

However  important  it  may  be  to  facilitate 
the  discharge  of  vessels,  in  order  to  prevent 
their  accumulation  in  that  plague-ridden 
port,  and  however  desirable  to  provide 
shelter  and  protection  for  the  merchandise 
landed,  it  is  no  less  important  and  urgent  to 
provide  better  facilities  for  sending  mer- 
chandise up  country.  Santos  is  not  well 
provided  with  carts,  and  its  few  available 
streets  for  the  transportation  of  merchandise 
will  not  permit  a  very  large  traffic  between 
the  storehouses  and  the  railway  station. 
To  build  storehouses  without  providing 
tramway  or  railway  facilities  for  carrying 
goods  to  the  S.  Paulo  railway  station,  will 
not  advance  matters  much. 

And  then  comes  the  question  of  railway 
transportation,  which  is  unquestionably  the 
prime  factor  in  the  difficulties  which  have 
brought  so  much  trouble  upon  Santos,  and 
have  caused  so  much  prejudice  to  the  in- 
terior districts  of  the  state  of  Sao  Paulo. 
We  know  that  the  government  is  seriously 
in  the  wrong  fonts  reactionary  policy  toward 
that  railway,  for  withholding  permission  for 
needed  improvements  in  Santos,  for  delay- 
ing consideration  of  questions1  of  vital  im- 
portance to  the  administration  of  that  im- 
portant road,  and  for  failing  to  cooperate  at 
a  time  when  every  moment's  delay  cost  a 
human  life.  At  the  same  time,  the  com- 
pany also  has  been  in  the  wrong  and  must 
bear  its  share  of  responsibility  for  the  situa- 
tion in  Santos.  We  called  attention  last 
year  to  the  railway  company's  responsibility 
in  this  matter,  but  without  avail.  Both 
government  and  company  have  been  con- 
tending for  certain  advantages,  and  be- 
tween them  the  public  has  suffered  most 
terribly.  We  know  that  there  is  no  better 
managed  road  in  Brazil,  but  at  the  same 
time  the  road  has  been  most  profitable. 
From  the  information  which  we  have  been 
able  to  procure,  we  are  convinced  that 
the  S.  Paulo  railway  might  have  carried 
away  much  more  freight,  and  that  it  has 
not  made  full  use  of  its  pier  fc-  the  dis- 
charge of  vessels.  It  has  also  been  slow 
in  extending  its  facilities  for  the  reception 
of  merchandise, 

In  view  of  all  this  we  must  again  call  the 
attention  of  the  government  and  railway 
officials  to  the  necessity  of  at  once  provid- 
ing against  a  repetition  of  last  season's  ex- 
periences. _  There  should  be  better  dficharg- 
ing  facilities,  better  transportation  facilities 
in  Santos  and  increased  facilities  tn  the 
railway  for  the  transportation  of  merchan- 
dise up  country.  We  are  now  in  Jul),  and 
but  little  time  remains  before  the  hot  season 
will  again  be  upon  us.

—During  the  month  of  June  the  deaths  in 
Buenos  Aires  from  Influenza  were  604 and  from  other 
discuses  1192,  being  fit  the  very  high  rate,  talcing 
the  population  al  525,000,  0141  per  1,000. 

— The  municipal  foreign  delil  of  Rosnrin, 
Argentina,  nnininits  to  $7,840,206  gold.  The 
municipal  authorities,  however,  are  spending 
money  as  freely  as  il  they  did  not  owe  a  cent . 

—Telegrams  from  Rio  Grande  say  Hint  Tavares 
surrendered  without  fighting,  as  he  did  not  wish  to 
hurl  his  countrymen.  The  revolution  is  triumphant 
without  bloodshed.— Buenos  Aires  Sou/hem  Cross. 

— The  Buenos  Aires  custom-house  receipts 
during  the  last  six  months  were  $1,134.45  gm\l 
ami  $38,072,485,38  paper,  against  $144,664.39  gold 
aiu\  $22,151,377  paper  during  the  same  period  nf 
last  year. 

— The  commander  and  officers  of  the  wrecked 
cruiser  Resales  arrived  at  Buenos  Aires  on  the  15th, 
and  were  Immediately  ordered  lo  report  lo  n  hoard 
of  investigation.  After  all  the  evidence  is  10,  the 
board  will  determine  where  the  responsibility  lies 
for  the  disaster. 

— According  to  official  figures  received  by  the 
Argentine  minister  ol  the  interior  the  Argentine 
territory  of  Tierra  del  Fuego  has  a  population  ol 
2000  souls  and  5  kilometres  of  land  under  cul- 
tivation.

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Willi  free  passes  upon  the  lines  ol  tramway,  1111 
lessthey  are  required  to  travel  on  the  tramways  ir 
the  execution  of  their  duties,  and  in  thai  case  llie 
necessary  passes  will  be  solicited  by  the  nuuiicipnl- 
ily,  The  regulation  is  a  good  one  in  every  sense, 
and  it  is  to  he  hoped  it  will  lie  given  full  effect  to. 
It  would  be  a  move  in  the  right  direction  if  a  simi- 
lar regulation  were  adopted  for  the  government 
service,  and  made  extensive  lo  railways  as  well  as 
tramways.

Chamber  of  Deputies.— Deputy  foSo 
de  Siqueira  moved  for  ihe  appointment  of  a  "joint 
committee  of  senators  and  deputies  to  report  on 
the  bill  for  issuing  100,000,000$  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  trade  and  industry,  Deputy  Sampaio  Ter- 
ra/, defended  the  bill.  Deputy  Marciano  de 
Magalhaes  censured  the  Mtnas  delegation  for 
opposingthe  measure  proposed  by  Deputy  Athayde 
Junior  for  increasing  the  strength  of  the  army.

Jtn.Y  12.—  Senate.— Senator  Elyseu  Martins  said 
that  the  proper  way  of  settling  the  question  of  the 
senatorial  election  in  Alagoas  is  by  means  of  a  bill. 
Senator  Americo  Lobo  moved  lo  instruct  the  com- 
miltee  on  the  constitution  lo  report  again  on  ihe 
subject,  fixing  a  date  for  holding  the  election. 
Senator  Campos  Salles  opposed  the  motion  aud 
defended  the  report,  which  was  adopted  by  the 
Senate.  The  Senate  continued  to  vote  on  the 
amendments  to  the  bill  organizing  llie  federal 
district,  some  of  which  were  carried  by  a  two-thirds 
vote.  Chamber  of  Deputies.  —  Deputy  Oiticica 
protested  against  the  statement  that  500,000$  had 
been  subscribed  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  the 
bill  for  issuing  100,000,000$  to  aid  trade  and  in- 
dustry. Deputy  Severino  Vieira  spoke  against  the 
bill,  which  was  also  opposed  by  Deputy  Costa 
Junior.  Deputy  Lamounier  Godofredo  defended 
the  Minas  delegation  from  the  attack  made  on  it 
by  Deputy  Marciano  de  Magalhaes.  Deputv  bun 
de  Siqueira  referred  to  the  report  ihat  the  minister 
of  ihe  navy  had  authorized  the  bombardment  of 
I'orto  Alegre  and  moved  to  inquire  what  steps  had 
been  taken  to  punish  the  persons  who  had  bom- 
barded that  city.  Deputy  Zama  contiadietcd  the 
report  that  preparations  are  making  in  Hahia  for 
deposing  Guv.  Hodrigues  Lima. 

fUl.Y  13. — Senate.—  The  Senate  was  again  with- 
out a  quorum.  Chamber  of  Deputies.  —  Deputies 
Valladao  and  Demetrio  Kibeiro  spoke  on  affairs  in 
Rio  Grande  ilo  Sub  The  former  said  that  if  the 
central  government  has  ever  interfered  in  the  affairs 
of  that  stale  it  was  during  lire  administration  of 
Barros  Cassal  and  llarreto  I.eite  and  al  their 
request.  Deputy  Demetrio  Kibeiro  denied  that 
these  governors  had  ever  asked  for  the  intervention 
of  the  federal  government.  What  they  had  asked 
was  that  this  government  should  restrain  the  troops 
from  interfering.  In  regard  lo  the  Mam  jo  he  said 
that  that  gunboat  had  merely  returned  the  lire 
when  it  was  ^attacked.  Deputies  r-evcrino  Vieira 
and  Garcia  1'ires  spoke  on  affairs  in  ISahia,  the 
latter  asserting  that  his  friends  have  no  intention 
of  deposing  Ihe  governor.  A  message  was  received 
from  Vice-President  I'loriano  I'eixoio  asking  for  a 
special  appropriation  of  5,75S,34"$534  for  the 
Central  railway. 

JULY  15. — Senate.— The  Senate  continued  to  vote 
on  ihe  amendments  to  the  bill  for  organizing  the 
federal  district.  A  question  arose  as  to  what  con- 
stitutes a  two-thirds  vote.  Il  was  decided  that  in 
calculating  this  vote  the  presiding  officer  should  not 
be  counted.  Il  was  also  decided,  however,  that 
he  should  be  counted  among  the  members  neces- 
sary tn  constitute  aquorum.  Chamber  of  Deputies. 
By  a  vote  of  79  to  26  the  Chamber  adopted  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  on  the  constitution  approving 
of  ihe  declaration  of  martial  law  and  of  the  acts 
performed  by  tlie  government  under  cover  thereof. 
The  Chamber  then  voted  in  second  discussion  the 
substitute  amnesty  bill  introduced  by  Deputy 
Severino  Vieira.  Deputy  Costa  Junior  concluded 
his  speech  against  the  bill  for  aiding  trade  and  in- 
dustry and  presented  a  substitute  bill.  This  bill 
excludes  from  the  favors  granted  companies  who 
have  expended  part  or  their  capital  in  Ihe  payment 
of  incorporation  expenses  or  in  the  purchase  of 
privileges,  those  who  have  bought  real  estate  al  an 
advance  of  over  20%  on  the  previous  price  and 
those  thai  fail  [o  prove  that  all  their  capital  has 
been  ihveste.l  in  the  business  for  which  they  were 
organized.  Deputy  Joao  Pinheiro  opposed  in- 
creasing the  number  of  troops  beyond  the  present 
actual  strength  of  the  army,  which  is  a  little  over 
18,000.  lie  also  opposed  increasing  the  number 
of  cadets  al  die  military  school-,  from  600  to  1,200. 
Deputy  Leopoklo  de  Bulhoes  from  the  budget 
committee  introduced  a  bill  authorizing  the  govern- 
ment to  reconvert  into  currency  5"„  bonds,  the 
converted  4 "(;  gold  bonds,  aud  to  make  a  foreign 
or  internal  loan  for  consolidating  tlie  floating  debt, 
for  meeting  the  deficit  in  the  budget  and  for  paying 
in  currency  the  bondholders  who  refused  to  accept 
conversi  u.  lie  said  that  ihe  interest  now  paid  on 
the  4°^  gold  bonds  is  equivalent  to  over  10%  in 
currency  and  that  the  government  has  to  pay 
annually  45,552,143^666  in  gold.

Efforts  are  being  made 
also  to  have  the  entrance  to  that  port  marked  by 
buoys. 

—The  motion  of  Deputy  Itabirano  f  r  the  disso- 
lution of  the  Minas  legislature  reache  i  a  solution 
on  the  15th  in  the  resignation  of  the  two  men  who 
advocated  the  measure.  In  imitation  of  the  con- 
stituencies who  are  sending  Pestana,  Barhosa,

COFFEE  IN  INDIA, 


The  Ctylm  ObsOVtr  of  May  25th  contains  the 
following  remarks  on  the  cultivation  of  coffee  in 
India,  which  appears  to  be  slowly  increasing  :  — 
"  While  tea  is  principally  grown  in  the  north  of 
India  in  latitudes  extending  beyond  2S3,  coffee  has 
been*  cultivated  commercially  exclusively  in  the 
south  of  India,  where  the  conditions  are,  like  those 
of  Ceylon,  tropical.  The  disaster  which  almost 
annihilated  coffee  in  Ceyion  affected  the  coffee 
districts  of  southern  India  very  seriously,  but  not 
quite  with  the  same  deadly  virulence,  and  coffee  is 
slill  the  staple  product  grown  by  European  planters 
in  the  Wynaad,  Travail  core  and  especially  Mysore. 
The  figures  for  the  past  three  years  show  a  very 
remarkable  recovery  last  year,  thus:  —

Tins  is  far  and  away  belter  (ban  Ceylon,  which, 
in  1869,  exported  over  a  million  cwt.,  while  we 
believe  India  scarcely  ever  exceeded  one-ball  of 
that  quantity.  The  value  of  the  coffee  exported 
last  year  Iroin  India  is  given  ai  1^19,986,588,  say 
in  round  numbers  twenty  millions  of  rupees,  or 
exactly  one-tliird  the  value  of  the  tea  crop,-— in 
sterling  nearly  £1,333,000,  Coffee,  therefore, 
is  slill  an  article  of  very  considerable  importance 
in  the  commerce  of  India,  For  total  crop,  con- 
-idering  how  largely  coffee  is  consumed  in  the 
country,  we  may,  we  believe,  add  at  least  another 
100,000  cwt.  to  the  312,000  .shown  as  exported. 
Some  of  the  coffee  is  exported  from  Bombay  (to 
Australia  and  Egypt,  to  be  drunk  as  best  Mocha?) 
but  the  whole  is  grown  in  the  Madras  presidency, 
where  all  the  signs  point  to  a  revival  of  the  coffee 
enterprise,  rnllier  than  a  large  extension  of  lea 
cultivation.  With  reference  to  ulterior  action  in 
Ceylon  it  will  be  well  (or  our  planters  lo  watch 
■fully  the  history  of  coffee  for  lite  next  few  years 
ae  neighbouring  Indian  presidency.

LIBERIAN  COFFEE  IN  PER  A  A'. 

A  gentleman  in  Perak,  formerly  a  Ceylon 
planter  of  cons  id  era  1)1  e  experience,  writes  about 
Liberian  coffee  as  follows  r  — 

"  I  have  been  in  Selangor  for  some  time  visiting 
my  friends  and  having  a  look  round  generally.  I 
must  say  I  was  most  agreeably  surprised  to  find 
that  such  a  progress  had  been  made  in  the  opening 
up  of  land  in  that  district.  The  coffee  was  looking 
so  well,  too,  wiih  every  prospect  of  the  several 
proprietors  making  a  lot  of  money  out  of  their 
crops  in  time.  Fancy  three-year  old  coffee  bearing 
to  such  an  extent  that  they  were  obliged  to  strip  a 
lot  of  it  off  to  slve  the  trees,  although  the  trees  are 
healthy  enough  The  same  thing  obtains  on  'Ka- 
muning' estate!  Perak)  where  the  crop  is  something 
immense  for  tie  trees  at  their  age,  I  have  never 
seen  anything/like  it  in  Ceylon.  In  Selangor,  as  on 
1  Kamuning'Jlhe  branches  of  the  trees  are  actually 
bent  down  a|'d  are  nearly  breaking  with  weight 
of  crop.  Tntre  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  the  true 
home  for  Liberian  coffee.  When  down  in  Selangor 
I  met  V.  Ca/ey,  a  Ceylon  planter,  who  had  come 
to  take  up  l/ono  acres  of  land  for  Talbot,  David 
Reid,  and  himself.  He  had  selected  bus  land  and 
got  every  reasonable  request  be  made  to  govern- 
ment in  connection  with  it  conceded  to  him.  They 
intend  opeimg  up  200  acres  every  year  for  four 
years,  maung  a  total  of  Soo  in  the  fourth  year. 
That  lx>kj  like  business,  does  it  not?  Carey  has 
every  laiil  in  Liberian  coffee,  as  I  have  myself, 
GarefullyAvorked-out  figures  shew  that  Liberian 
coffee  property  will  clear  iiself  in  ,'<  years.  That 
is  sureltfgood  enough.  These  figures  are  in  no 
way  exJegerated,  but  are  the  outcome  of  years  of 
experieree  and  are  based  on  actual  results!  Why 
do  Cerlon  men  with  capital  hesitate  Income  over 
here?  Any  small  government  restrictions  can 
easily pe  overcome  by  application  and  if  properly 
represented. "

The  villagers 
ere  assisting    him  to  rise  ;    one  held  his  horse, 
'he   group    caught   the    engine-drivers's  eye ;     he 
simply    stopped    ihe    train    out    of  sheer  curiosity. 
Farther,  will  it  be  believed  that  most  of  the  people 
got  Out  and  ran  to  jom  the  gaping   group?    And  we 
actually   stopped   on    this  idle    errand    for    about 
twenty  minutes  ;  10  the  great  content,   apparently, 
ot     ail     hut     half-a-dozen      English,      including 
elf,      and      two     American     ladies.  Night 

e,  but  no  rest  for  me  ;  the  first-class 
carriages  being  by  ihat  tune  not  only  crowded, 
but  filthy  The  official  ticket -collector  was  amon  gst 
us.  Besides  his  uniform,  he  wore  a  hunting-pouch 
i  had  brought  h's  fowling-piece.  After  snipping 
r  tickets  lie  smoked  himself  to  sleep.  As  day 
dawned  lie  woke  tip  and  got  talkative.  He  then  coolly 
told  ihe  astonished  travellers  that,  although

I  ventured  openly  to  disapprove  of  his 
conduct.  A  Spanish  gentleman  shrugged  his 
shoulders  sympathetically,  but  seemed  astonished 
when  we  talked  of  reporting  Ihe  inspector,  as  if 
Spain  could  not  go  on  at  all  if  this  sort  of  foreign 
intervention  were  countenanced.  I  at  once  appre- 
ciated the  situation.  I  felt  that  to  bother  an  em- 
ploye' in  his  amusements  in  Spain  was  like  'rohbing 
the  poor  man  of  his  beer'  in  England.  The  moral- 
ist within  me  became  dumb;  I  sank  lo  the  Spanish 
level  and  held  my  peace."

It  is  110  gain 
lo  overthrow  an  empire,  as  in  Brazil,  unless  the 
government  that  comes  after  is  a  better  one,  for 
forms  of  government  matter  little,  so  that  there  is 
security  fur  life  and  propeity,  a  lesson  that  should 
everywhere  be  taken  to  heart  by  people  who 
mix  their  patriotism  with  gunpowder.—  Mexican 
Financier,  30th  April.

— Telegrams  from  Buenos  Aires  on  the  I2lh 
announce  that  quarantine  has  been  decreed  by  the 
Argentine  authorities  against  French  and  Russian 
airivals  on  account  of  cholera. 

—On  the  141I1  inst.  24  Minns  congressmen  in 
this  city  sent  a  telegram  to  Councillor  Alfonso 
I'enna  congratulating  him  on  his  inauguration  as 
president  of  the  stale  of  Minns  Geraes. 

—It  looks  as  though  the  Rio  Grande  quarrel  is 
to  be  transferred  to  Rio.  The  Jomal  hears  that 
General  Bernardo  Vasques,  Visconde  de  Pelotas 
and  Dr.  Viclorino  Montetro  left  Rio  Grande  yester- 
day for  this  capital. 

—The  appearance  of  cholera  in  Paris  will  prob- 
ably soon  lead  to  quarantine  restrictions,  though 
it  is  evident  (hat  the  authorities  have  a  strong  dis- 
taste for  such  a  measure.  Paris  is  the  Mecca  fur 
all  good  Brazilians  as  well  as  for  all  good  Ameri- 
cans, and  it  will  hurt  lo  shut  oft  free  communication. 

— A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  151I1  says  that 
the  passengers  and  crew  of  the  Rio  Parana, 
wrecked  on  the  liar  at  Imlieluba,  Santa  Cathnrina, 
were  all  saved  by  the  shin's  boats.  The  slop  is 
considered  a  loial  loss.  We  are  puzzled,  however, 
to  know  how  it  is  that  we  are  indebted  to  Monte- 
video for  this  information. 

—The  British  cruiser  Stilus,  Capt,  W.  M.  Lang, 
and  gunboat  Beanie,  Capt.  R.  P.  Humphreys, 
arrived  in  port  on  the  161I1.  The  Sinus  imme- 
diately afterwards  left  for  I  Ilia  Grande,  where  the 
resl  of  the  squadron,  comprising  the  Beagle,  Basil- 
isk and  Magpie,  will  be  assembled  for  practice, 
returning  to  this  harbor  on  the  30th. 

— ThcBaraodeTeffe,  Brazilian  minister  at  Rome, 
telegraphs  that  llie  report  ol  his  actions  is  a  pure 
fabrication.  He  denies  having  offered  indemnity 
for  the  death  of  Capt.  Analra,  He  says  he  has 
sent  only  three  notes  lo  llie  Italian  government— 
one  asking  if  ships  were  being  got  ready  for  Brazil  j 
another  protesting  againsl  any  display  of  force;  and 
a  third  communicating  the  dismissal  of  the  custom- 
house guard-;. 

— The  police  reorganization  promises  lo  he  a 
burdensome  one.  The  expense  is  estimated  at 
3,069,502^520  per  annum,  of  which  2,872, 6o7$5oa 
is  for  the  rank  and  file,  648,6oo$ooo  fur  minimis. 
trative  officials,  483,000$  for  deled ivc  service 
(agentes),  83,200$  for  central  office  staff,  44,020$ 
for  vehicle  inspectors,  physicians,  etc.,  110,511*'$  (or 
het  House  of  Detention,  30,305^020  for  pensions, 
and  50,000$  for  police  investigations.  Tin.'  cluuf  is 
to  receive  15,000$  per  annum, 

—In  view  of  the  sanitary  measures  adopted  by 
Spain  against  cholera  in  France,  and  of  ihe  measures 
which  Portugal  is  sure  to  adopt,  our  friends  in 
Great  Britain  should  stop  sending  their  South 
American  correspondence  across  tlie  Peninsula  to 
catch  steamers  at  Lisbon.  The  service  of  disinfec- 
linn  is  not  only  bad  for  mails,  but  it  implies  delays 
which  are  sure  to  cause  them  to  miss  the  steamers, 
It  will  he  better  for  the  present  to  dispatch  these 
mails  at  Liverpool,  or  Southampton. 

—Much  pleasure  has  been  expressed  among  our 
associates  ol  the  pen  and  scissors  corps  that  Lieut. - 
Col.  Manuel  Colta,  of  the  Pais  staff,  has  been  res- 
tored to  his  command  in  the  national  guard.  He 
happened  to  be  a  better  editor  than  a  military 
officer,  and  bis  criticisms  led  the  minister  of  justice 
to  dismiss  him  from  service.  The  pen,  lu.wever, 
lias  proved  mightier  than  the  sword  once  more,  and 
the  almost  united  protests  of  llie  local  press  lias 
compelled  the  minister  to  permit  Manoel  to  wear 
his  sword  and  cockade  again. 

—The  Brazilian  minister  in  London  sent  a  state- 
ment to  the  press  on  the  20th  tilt,  denying  that 
there  is  any  seditious  movement  111  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul,  and  that  the  controversy  between  the  two 
parties  was  one  lo  he  sealed  by  the  ballot.  He 
also  denied  that  the  federal  forces  had  intervened. 
In  view  of  the  facts,  which  the  English  newspapers' 
subsequently  received,  it  must  he  apparent  that  the 
minister  lias  not  added  much  to  the  credibility  of 
official  statements.  It  is  silly  to  deny  telegraphic 
news  ol  events  which  are  sure  to  be  established  in 
a  few  days  by  regular  mails.

—The  Italian  sleamer  Citlh  di  Roma,  freighted 
by  the  U.  S.  eSr  IS.  M.  SS.  Co.,  lefi  for  Santos  on 
the  12th,  but  returned  here  on  the  14II1  with  fire  in 
the  hold  caused  by  some  hales  of  cotton,  Assis- 
tance was  al  once  rendered  by  llie  marine  fire 
engine  and  naval  authorities,  and  hy  night  the  lire 
was  reported  extinguished. 

— It  is  stated  that  Senator  Campos  Salles  lias 
taken  passage  for  Europe  in  llie  steamer  Portugal, 
which  sails  on  Sept.  roth .

Ami  then  you  will  wish 
you  hadn't  taken  passage. 

— We  are  advised  thai  the  bazaar  which  is  being 
organized  at  ihe  residence  of  Mrs.  Qnayle,  No,  12A 
Praia  do  Russell,  and  which  lids  year  is  for  the 
benefit  of  ihe  Strangers'  Hospital,  will  take  place 
on  Tuesday  evening,  26th  instant,  opening  at  half- 
past  seven  o'clock.  A  cordial  invitation  is  extended 
to  all  persons  interested  in  ihe  hospital. 

— The  exposition  commission  lias  exieuded  the 
lime  for  receiving  exhibits  for  llie  local  preparatory 
exhibition  from  [21I1  October  to  15U1  November'. 
The  exhibition  cannot  be  kept  open  after  31st 
December  because  the  commission  must  select, 
prepare,  catalogue,  pack  and  ship  the  exhibits  so 
thai  they  may  reach  Chicago  before  IQlh  April 
next. 

— 'Ihe  merchandise  bought  hy  the  municipal 
council  for  combatting  high  prices  is  decidedly  un- 
lucky. It  has  been  allowed  to  lie  in  the  warehouse 
until  it  is  very  much  deteriorated,  and  now  it  is 
discovered  that  500  bales  of  came  secca  are  missing.

Perhaps 
ii  may  work  in  some  countries,  but  it  certainly 
won't  do  for  Brazil. 

— Two  forgers  were  caught  on  the  131I1  in  trying 
to  sell  a  raised  certificate  of  shares  of  llie  banco  da 
Republics.  The  certificate  called  for  100  shares, 
which  ihe  buyer  agreed  to  lake.  He  hail  llie  lore- 
sight,  however,  lo  inquire  at  the  hank  il  the  certifi- 
cate was  correct,  and  there  learned  that  it  had  been 
raised  from  one  to  loo.  The  sellers  had  in  llie 
meantime  disappeared,  but  One  of  them,  Mariuonm 
Ramos  de  Souza  Druiumond,  was  subsequently 
captured, 

-We  arc  informed  that  Bishop  A.  W.  Wilson, 
D.D.,  of  the  Southern  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
is  coming  to  Brazil  this  year  in  place  of  Bishop

leaving  ihe  men  lo  their  late.  One  telegram  says 
that  the  men  were  left  with  "canoes,"  while  another 
mentions  "catamarans."  Neither  statement  could 
be  true,  for  llie  cruiser  carried  no  such  things,  and 
they  could  not  have  been  floating  anum  1  al  sea 
wailing  lor  wrecks.

Nearly 
the  whole  fleet  of  ferry  boals  was  useless  and  was 
anchored  in  llie  bay  of  Praia  Grande,  where  three 
of  them  were  driven  ashore  dining  the  following 
night.  The  ferry  service  was  partially  suspended, 
as  also  the  tram  service  to  Icarahy,  In  this  city  a 
considerable  piece  of  sen-wall  along  Rua  da  Lapa 
was  broken  and  the  waves  frequently  broke  clear 
across  the  .street,  in  some  eases  drenching  llie  pas- 
sengers  in  passing  trams.  The  waterside  si  reels  were 
flooded  in  many  places,  and  some  buddings  along 
Rua  Santa  Luzia  were  invaded  by  water.  One 
boat  belonging  lo  the  Orion  was  swamped  near 
Cobras  island,  but  prompt  assistance  was  furnished 
and  no  lives  were  lost.  The  three  wrecked  ferry 
boats,  the  Primeira,  Sexta  and  Paqne/A,  are  badly 
broken  up  and  are  likely  to  prove  a  total  loss.  As 
they  belong  to  ihe  Empreza  de  Obras  Publicas, 
which  undertook  to  insure  its  own  properly  with- 
out even  the  smallest  fund  lo  do  il  wiih,  these  boats 
were  probably  not  insured.  The  Icarahy  Ham  line, 
belonging  to  [be  same  company,  was  not  opened 
to  traffic  before  Sunday,  llie  sea  having  undermined 
a  few  metres  of  track  and  broken  the  sea  wall  al  a 
few  places  at  Inga  point.
